Finally got the 40-9er setup, keyer functioning and see my antenna SWR's 
are bad. What a day its been! 


The 49-9er takes a phono jack. So to attach my paddles, I had to figure 
a way to get the paddles stereo jack into that. Cobble an adapter 
together, or use my Tick keyer. 

Naturally the battery for the Tick was run down, so I located some 3.7v 
cordless phone btry packs, and one was charged. 


Back to the cables. That takes a cable with a phono jack at one end and 
a stereo jack on the other. So I finally found one and it was bad. Took 
me awhile to understand that. How can a brand new cable be bad? So I 
found another after making a big mess searching. I got it working, set 
the power at 200mW, and then I tested my antenna. Geeeeezzzzz. 


I'll try again next year.

This weekend, starting at 1500Z Saturday morning, 7AM here on the left 
coast, the Stew Perry 160m cw contest gets underway. It runs to 1500Z 
Sunday morning, with stations working up to 14 hours max. 


There is an extra incentive this year for QRO stations to work QRP stations, 
as they will receive extra points for their effort. 


For this to happen, a QRP station has to make at least 10 contacts, and turn 
in a log. Then, anyone in the log gets a x2 multiplier for his contact with 
that station. 


The actual points will vary, as they are based on distance. This contest 
uses grid squares, and distance is taken from the center of each station's 
grid square. You get one point for each 500 km between the two stations, so 
a contact over 1750 km would get 4 distance points plus 1 point for making 
the contact. Anyone working a QRPer gets to double his points for that 
contact. 


This will be my third year in the contest, and I'm hoping to better my 
scores from the previous two years. I hope to hear a lot of QRPers in 
there, letting the others know we are around and alive and healthy.

It sounds like you have not tried to 'reactivate' (the correct term) Windows 
XP - at least not the default way. I recently had to reactivate after a 
motherboard replacement and it took all of ten seconds.

You can get an idea if it's an electrolytic filter cap by connecting a 
known good cap with similar ratings in parallel with an existing cap using 
clip leads. (Be REALLY careful - we're talking lethal voltages here.) If 
the hum is reduced when the new cap is connected, most likely the old cap 
it's connected to needs replaced. 


Keep in mind, too, that power supply ripple may not be evident with a scope 
(or an AC voltmeter coupled through a high-voltage cap) unless there's a 
load on it. If you're probing for ripple with a scope, you need to do it 
while transmitting. 


Just don't try to regulate the TX oscillator plate supply the way one of my 
teachers in college did. I sold him my old HW-16 and he got complaints of 
chirp when keying. I guess that was a common enough problem on the HW-16. 
Anyway, he figured that since he was an electronic teacher, he could figure 
out a voltage regulator citcuit for the osc. stage. He ended up with the 
basic shunt regulator - a series resistor with a voltage reference (in this 
case a voltage regulator tube) paralleled with a bypass cap to ground. 
Except he didn't have a VR tube, so he subbed two neon light bulbs in 
series - everybody knows that a neon bulb "fires" at 63 volts, so two in 
series makes 126 volts. Just about right. 


The problem is, when a neon bulb fires the voltage across it goes to about 
2 volts - it doesn't stay at 63 volts. My teacher had just built a 
relaxation oscillator (with a frequency of about 800 Hz by all reports) and 
was using it to power (i.e. modulate) his crystal oscillator. 


It didn't chirp any more - I guess it was more like a howl.

I guess they can fail in a couple of ways--increased leakage and loss of 
capacitance (as electrolyte dries out). 


Tube rig caps are usually small (8 uF) typical, so a lot of the 
multi-meters that read C will handle them. 


For leakage, I usually measure it with a series limiting resistor sized to 
keep current "reasonable" even if the cap shorts completely. Say you're 
going to test with 300 VDC an you want to limit current to 10 mA -- use a 
30K resistor. Might want to make that a power resistor. I the cap is 
shorted, it'll absorb 3 watts at 300 volts. I hook my DVM (capable of 
reading below 1 ma) in series witht the cap and resistor and start stepping 
up the voltage. Of course, this is with caps that have been in someone's 
attic for 25 years. Yours have already become acquainted with 400 VDC so 
I guess you can bypass the variable supply. I'd like to see less than 1 ma 
leakage, but that's subjective. (Until somebody tells me the rules.) 


Back to capacitance. Say you don't have anything to directly measure it. 
I'd suggest a method similar to what I use for big filter chokes (out of 

the range of my AADE). Figure the reactance at 60 Hz. For 8 uF, that 

would be 332 ohms. Put a similar sized resistor (300 to 500 ohms) in 
series with it and apply say, 12 volts AC. 

Measure the voltages across C and R as Vc and Vr. 

Now, the current (i) equals Vr/R. 


And the capacitive reactance (Xc) equals Vc/i. 


>From the formula for capacitive reactance, C = 1/(2*PI*f*Xc). BTW--guys 
who work in power know that 2*PI *£ at 60 Hz is 377. 


So C = 1/(377xXc). 


Say you measured (calculated) 1 ma and had 5 VAC across your 8 uF 
capacitor. So Xc = 5/(0.001) = 500 ohms. 


And C = (1/(377*500) = 5.3 uF. Hey--that old 8 uF cap lost a little!

Thanks a bunch for the cap-tips. I found the hot one and replaced it! Now 
she sounds pure DC again(for awhile?). Sounds like I should replace all of 
‘em from some of the opinions I've stired up. 


Now, if I only can tame this guy down to QRP level plus add 
Wayne's(NB6M) keying circuit I'll be set SKN. 


The HW-16 power adjustment currently is from the 300Vdc supply line they tap 
in a 15k pot to a 47k resistor to ground.

Generally there are two lists. The first just lists the "official" prefix 
and the county. The second list links all the unusual prefixes to the 
"official" list. That list contains the other prefixes assigned to the 
county, and also includes a list of specific calls that were assigned to 
the county. 


KG4 is assigned to Guantanamo Bay, however there are stateside KG4 
calls. The second list will contain the calls that have been used in 
Guantanamo Bay. That way you can link the call to the county. 


The first list only contains K for the US prefix. The second list covers 
the A, N, and W calls. 


So you need both lists to get the full story. My recollection is that both 
lists are available at the ARRL site.

Hope everyone had/has/is having a happy holiday season. 


We just returned from a 2 week cruise+land vacation in Hawaii (belated 
present to my wife and we planned this trip a LONG time ago). I brought 
the FT817 and MP-1 and I had hoped to get some operating time in from the 
ship and from the hotel. Score vacation 1, radio 0: 


- I didn't bother while on the ship - too busy doing other things. Best 
location for an MP-1 type antenna is aft on Deck 13 near the helipad - the 
railing is accessible as a mount and you are out of the way. Deck 7 
(promenade) might work if you stay out of the way of the walkers and 
joggers. Outside cabins on Decks 8 and higher have balconies, so those 
might work as well and would evoke fewer questions. 


- I didn't bother during the shore excursions - we came to see Hawaii. 


- I tried a few times from our hotel without success. I expected the 12th 
floor balcony location for the MP-1 would really help. No problems from 
the hotel and my kids enjoyed being able to pick out our room from the 
street (I left the base mounted and brought in the coil and stinger). 
Mounting and tuning the antenna is quick. 


Did you know that there is a LOT of RF noise in Wakkiki? S7-S8 at times. 
At all hours of the day and night. Bands I hoped would be jumping (20, 
17M) weren't (to the extent I could hear ANYTHING). No joy on hearing the 
2230Z hfpack net on 18.157, either. So I decided to forgo playing with 
radios and enjoy all the other things going on in "paradise". BTW, 
hearing WWV buried UNDERNEATH a clear WWVH is, uh, "different". 


There's an opportunity for a mini DX-pedition in style - the NCL Star's 
new itinerary includes a 1/2-day stop at Fanning Island (Eastern 
Kirbati/Line Islands - T32). Recip licensing appears straightforward but 
requires advanced application through the main island (Tarawa). From the 
limited data I found on various web pages, it wasn't clear to me how 
applications on islands other than Tarawa and Christmas were handled. 
Since this process needed to be started well in advance and I hadn't 
thought about it until a few days before we left, I did not bother and 
left the 817 in the cabin. We had very little time on the island anyway 
(limited tenders and we were on a late tender ashore). I saw what I think 
were a local ham's antennas - a dipole and a 4 element wire beam aimed at 
Australia. Pix when I get them off the camera. AC power is by small 
generator - I'd rely on batteries and solar if possible. 


The ship visits weekly. Some people were getting off at Fanning to do 
bonefishing and diving for a week, so a more organized visit (with 
comfortable, albeit $$ travel before and after) appears feasible. 
Something to think about if you want to be semi-rare DX (T32 is 152 on the 


DXCC most-wanted list) for a few hours-up-to-a-week. 


The island, especially the lagoon, is very pretty. There is little local 
economy to speak of that I could see. But while poor, I did not see the 
squalor or open begging I've seen in Mexico and on Carribbean islands. The 
people are very friendly and I understand they are mostly literate - they 
are simply a long way away from ANYWHERE and have few economic resources. 
A small rust-bucket freighter and several sailing yachts were moored in 
the lagoon. Nearest international airport is on Christmas Island. 


The islanders appear very excited about the prosepct of weekly visit of 
2400-2600 tourists and are even naming new facilities after the cruise 
line. NCL appears to be putting some money into facilities on the island, 
but I wonder what the place is going to be like a year from now. [Or worse 
for them, what happens to them if NCL were to stop coming - all it takes 
is amending or waiving the "Jones Act" cabotage laws. NCL can eliminate 
the 1200 mile round-trip to and from Fanning and replace the equivalent of 
4 days "at sea" at 23 knots in rough waters with more and longer port 
calls in Hawaii. ] 


The MP-1 and small self-contained QRP rigs travel really well. A 
rubbermaid container holds the rig, keyer, mike, and VHF/UHF whip. A 
travel toilet kit bag from Target holds the MP-1, feedline, notepad, ZM-2 
tuner, Super CMOS II keyer, and additional stuff. Copies of license and 
callsign on outside of both just in case. 


A few comments on security since that subject comes up quite frequently. I 
packed the ham gear in Rubbermaid containers in our checked luggage. No 
problems at Dulles, Honolulu, or at cruise ship check-in. 


Security at Dulles has few visible changes from before 9/11. Perhaps 6AM 
on a Saturday helps. My HT was packed in our carry-on luggage and there 
were no questions raised about it. 


Cruise line security is VERY strict - no visitors in the terminal 
buildings, multiple ID checks, 100% x-ray screening (I watched my checked 
bags go through) at embarcation and 100% screening of passengers and all 
carry-on packages at all port calls. The cruise personnel gives a damn, 
is polite but thorough, and manages to process 2400 people pretty quickly. 


Security at HNL appears quite good. The combination of mandatory 
agricultural product screening for departing passengers and enhanced 
airport security makes for a fairly thorough (to my eye) check. And they 
are still fast and profesional. Other airlines/airports should take note. 


Finally, the "suspend delivery" features on qrp-1l and the yahoo-based 
group lists works quite well.

Well, I'm a relatively new Ham too (Licensed November 1975), so I didn't 
actually live through it, but this is how the story has been told: 


In the 50s and 60s, many schools had thriving radio clubs. Most hams 
entered amatuer radio through this route -- they got interested and 
joined a club. 


In those days, there were nominally four classes of license. The Novice 
was CW-only in subbands on 80, 40, 15 and 10 meters. Crystal control 
only, 75 watts input. It lasted for 1 year, and was not renewable. In 
other words, you had to upgrade at the end of a year, or you were no 
longer licensed. Technician was much the same as today -- everything 
above 30 MHz, but remember there were no repeaters and equipment for VHF 
and UHF was not plentiful. General (and Conditional) conveyed pretty much 
all privledges, unless you wanted to operate funky modes like SSTV or 
FAX, in which case you needed an Extra. There were also a lot of older 
Class A licensees who were grandfathered (class B was General). 


All exams (except for Novice) were restricted to FCC offices. Getting to 
an office was a major ordeal for much of the country, so the FCC also had 
a program to give exams remotely (the Conditional). 


So, if you were a school student, if you managed to get past your General 
(or Conditional) you pretty much had free reign of all the bands. 


Then came incentive licensing. 


The ARRL was unhappy that more hams weren't upgrading to Extra. They felt 
that to improve the radio art, hams had to get higher-class licenses. So, 
they petitioned the FCC to change the licensing structure. 


In doing so, they removed the bottom 25 kHz of the low HF bands to Extra 
only, and yanked away half of the General (Conditional) HF phone 
frequencies. 


And here's the kicker -- THEY DID NOT GRANDFATHER EXISTING LICENSEES. 


You see, many folks felt they had EARNED their privledges on those bands. 
They'd gotten their licenses, and had been using certain frequencies for 
years. Overnight, they were restricted from much of the bands the were 
accustomed to use. 


Needless to say, many hams got pissed. Rather than upgrade, many quit ham 
radio altogether. 


Incensive licensing had a two-fold effect, none of which was anticipated 
by the ARRL proposal: 


* School clubs failed. Rather than have access to all frequencies by 
getting a General, students perceived the Extra as been too great an 
obstacle. Those who would otherwise be interested in amatuer radio fell 
away. Without membership, these clubs collapsed. Amatuer radio stopped 
growing. 


*x Ham Radio manufacturers failed. In addition to the problem of amatuer 
radio ceasing to grow (it had been growing 10%/year for two decades 
previous -- after incentive licensing -- only 1%/year, if that), the 
market was flooded with lots of used equipment sold by those who had 
given up. Many of the long-time radio manufacturers failed at this time: 
Hammarlund, Hallicrafters, National, EF Johnson (they just closed their 
Amatuer equipment line), etc. 


In short, Incentive Licensing poisoned the growth of amatuer radio. It 
has never recovered. Ham radio got a lift from the CB boom in the late 
70s and early 80s, as many CBers got their licenses. Every regulatory 
change since then has attempted to offset the effect of incentive 


licensing. 


Look where we are today. Much like in the mid-60s. Since the Novice is 
pretty much superfluous today, we have nominally three classes of 
license: Technician, General, Extra. We're back where we started.

On Monday, December 24, Rod NORC remarked: 
> A few individuals will always practice CW for nostalgic reasons. 
While this is true, it doesn't go far enough. To suggest that CW's 


only valid reason for hanging on is its nostalgic appeal, is to sell 
it short. The fact is, people will continue to use CW for a variety 


of reasons: 


--The simplest transmitters can send CW. 

--CW is among the more efficient modes (albeit no longer the lone king). 
--CW helps bridge the language barrier. 

--CW is enjoyable in its own right, apart from its place in history. 
--Relying on skill rather than technology may enhance personal satisfaction. 


It is true that some hams enjoy CW in much the same way they might enjoy 
collecting antiques or studying history, but I'm sure a lot more of us 
would find CW appealing whether it had any historical significance or 
not. 


As time marches on, and more and more modes become available to hams, 
it only makes sense to assume that things will spread out a bit--that 
the number of hams using each mode will drop as the number of available 
modes increases. It is only logical. However, logic does not suggest 
that the earliest modes must necessarily become obsolete. Many hams 
will probably continue to find short, un-modulated carriers for test 
purposes useful for generations to come. Likewise, many of us will 
probably continue to find CW useful and enjoyable. Some of those (but 
not all of them) will find it appealing for mostly nostalgic reasons. 


Beyond a doubt, some of us will continue to use CW because, quite 
simply, it is a very useful, enjoyable mode with some unique advantages.

I had been teaching Code Classes until the five word limit became a 
thing. If you want to get the guys and gals up to speed rather fast, send 
each character at a relatively high speed with long spaces in between 
characters. This technique has worked like a gem for my classes. The idea 
is to make the class avoid trying to count the dots etc. They get used to 
the "tone" of a character and not the dots and dashes. As the class 
progresses, reduce the space ( time ) between characters. ‘finally you are 
at the speed of each character. 

I hope this is clear. Try it, it works.

There is no pc board available for the 555 keyer, but it builds nicely dead 
bug style, or on proto boards. It will fit in an Altoids tin, I had one 
mostly finished, but my eyes gave out.
